; A Sikh Patriarch Passes Away 

■ * -' ' - i Prof. KULRAJ SINGH 

:S. Na^aio Smgh wfcose 93 year long life spans the most 
momefttoas phase of modem Sikh history breathed his last on 2nd 
April '94, There may be. many more sikhs who have lived through 
these turbaleat years. What distinguishes S. Narain Smgh from 
thera is his ideep involvement in many qrucial events of the e^a. 

Born on 26th November 1901 at Buta Singh Wala of MuUan 
district (now in T*akistan), he was a witness to the transfer of the 
Akal Takht Sahib to a representative sikh body on 12th October. 

1920, the constitution of the first Shiromani Glirdwara Committee 
on 15th November, the same year, and the ghastly massacre and 
consigning to fife with kerosiae oil of 150 devout sikhs in 
Gurdwara Jimani Asthan Nknkana Sahib on 20th Febrtiary 

1921. ' 

In i'932,S. Naraia Singh was appaiotad the manager of the 
Gurdwaras at Nankana Sahib and the Sfteea thousand acre estate 
attached to these. He was i^iiplieated along with 12 other sikhs 
ia the case of the murder on I3th January 193? of a poojari by 
reason of his position among the reformist Sikhs who ccmtinued 
to be the! object oftheire of the troditionaJ poojaris divested of 
thecontr^ ofthe Sikhshriacs. He and the other twelve accused 
were viftaaUy retrieved ftom the gallows by Maharaja Bhupinder 
Singh's intervention. 

S. Narsun Siagb continued to be the manager of the Nankana 
Sahib. '0iinlwaras' ^4 estate right till the partition^ of India in 
1947* Daring.the fifttjes years of his stewardship of the estate its 
annual income increased from one lakh to over twelve lakh rupees. 
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During these years, too, the Nankana Sahib management committee 
established the NankaBa Sahib Sikh Mission at Hapur in district 
MeeruCt of IJ.p for the propagation of Sikhism in Western U.P., 
particularly am:>ng the area's backward classes. Tbp Mission 
built several g'urdwiras and schools in the afea and ii'tviHat'ed into 
sifchism over EWo lakh men and women, S. Narain Singh's part in 
the enterprise as its principal executor was obvious. So too was his 
rote in Hiio^her spectacutar'^ndeavom— the 'establi^^^lfrait &f a 
Khalsa College and a ptinthjg pr^sfo ran Dr. Bv'R^'Amfe^edk-ar*-s 
paper. The Janata, at Bdhlbay, l^oth l*fesc, ar 0¥.-Ambedl^T's 
request. S. Narain Singh perkosaiiy sapcfvised the-doSset^tioa of 
the college building whkh he got complefed at an acfeal ■ cost of 
Rs. 4,17,0,00/- against a,n estimated cost of Rs, 10 i^h. He also 
controlled and supervised the running of the college for nearly 
six years before it was taken over by the Shirqmaiii OurdWara 
Prabaadhak Committee. _ ' : '^ '' '■

!ti July 1965, Patiala sfkh tateUiger^tsia decided to, set up an 
ofgaftis^ion, to be'kriown as Garu Nanak Dgv .Missies^ Jo/^the 
disssmihation of the' Sikh Qufus' message thraugh a, .cpntinuiB^ 
stream of pamphlets and baota or similar efideavaurs. $, JSlarain 
Singh was psrsUadeU' to become the new organisation'^. s&eretaj:|', 
which in practice meant its sole agenda setter ande^c^putive.. . It 
is a most eloquent tribute to S. Narain Singh that the Mission 
has during tlis ^irty yeairs of its exi s tehee iKoagfet'^ out ris ^wer 
than 435 paraphleH a^d 12 boofes. TM fest pan^hJet entiUfidr 
"Why I ani a Sikh" and" nearly 80% of '^fee subseqiie&t oses were 
authored by S. Narain Singh himself. " -^^ : . .; ^ , ..^ a^'-rj; 
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By the sheer force of his zeal and sincerity, S. Narain Singh 
was £ble to induct many academics— late Dr. Ganda Singh was oile 
and other well-placed persons into the Mission, which m the 
course of lime grew into an umbrella institution with feveral 
trusts* with a variety of b:,nevoient objectives, functioning under 
it. TheM other of Khalsa Memorial Trust halds annually aft e*ami- 
naiioa in sikh history aitt! divinity for colJcge students aft v^tiotis 
centres all over India and awards prizes to top competitors. 
Dr. Ganda Singh Trust holds an annual historical research paper 
writiag competition, awards three Prizes of Rs. 3100, Rs. 2100 and 
Rs. 1100 to the top three compititors and holds an annual function 
at which some celebrated scholar delivers a talk on a sikh histori- 
cal sHbject and the prizes are given away. The Gyani Dii Singh Trust 
holds periodic writers' v/orkshops. The Gyani Kai tar Singh Trust, 
likewise, holjs public speaking workshops. The Bhagat Lachhman 
Singh Memorial Trust, The Akali Phula Singh Memorial Trust 
were also astabilished. Ail these are trusts with modest endowments 
whose income is put to sagacious use in consultation with trustees 
drawn from different walks of professional life. 

The catalogue of S. Narain Singh's services will be incomplete 
without the mention of his involvement in two major educational 
instifations. These were SantGurmukh Singh sponsored Dera Baba 
Jassa Singh Committee, Patiala's seminary for training sikh 
missionafres which was the precussor of the present Gurmat 
College, Patiala. and Guru Nanafc Dev Modern School at S. Narain 
Singh's Village Buta Singh Wala on a 24 kanal plot donated by him. 
Of the former iiistitulion S Narain Singh was the secretary— he 
continued to hold that position till ifcer the instituton was taken 
over by the Guru Nanak Foundation and converted into Gurmat 
College— i^ilthe Guru Nanak Foundation shifted headquarters 
to Delhi. -^0f;^fi Guru Nanak Dev Modern School, he was the 
foUDder, th€ architect and the nursing parent. 

Inspite of bis crucial and permanent roles in major and, in a 
very real sense, historical occurrences and initiatives, S. Narain 
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Singh remained an unassuming and withdrawn indiyidual. But 
anyone with such long and rare record of service wouH inevitably 
acquire the aura of a veaerable father figure. What makes him 
more of such a figure is his being the embodiment of the old lofty 
value system including utmost scruples in the handling of public 
money and disintersted initiative for the general good — ^initiative 
geared not even to the desire for personal recognition. 
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
